2. The preliminary amendment filed on July 15, 2005 has been entered. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

(a) The species of FIGS. 1-5; 

(b) The species of FIG. 6; and 

(c) The species of FIG. 7. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, appHcant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: (a) the species of FIGS. 1-5 has special technical 
feature(s), such as, e.g., two lugs 12 (Spec. p. 7); (b) the species of FIG. 6 has special technical 
fcature(s), such as, e.g., the jaw 9A, 9B extending between the operating mechanisms 7, 8 of the 
cable 3, 4, the teeth 9A, 9B of the jaw equipping one of the operating mechanisms 7, 8 mounted 
with angular play on said mechanism in such as way as to allow take-up of the operating play 
(Spec. p. 11); and (c) the species of FIG. 7 has special technical features, such as, e.g., the teeth 
9B of the jaw are borne on a ring that rotates jointly with the grip 2 and can be axially displaced 
during one rotation of the grip 2 using lugs positioned on the grip 2 (Spec. p. 10). 

6. A telephone call was made to Mr. Eric Jensen on August 14, 2009 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

7. The listing of references in the Search Report is not considered to be an information 
disclosure statement (IDS) complying with 37 CFR 1.98. Please note that 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2) 
requires a legible copy of: (1) each foreign patent; (2) each publication or that portion which 
caused it to be listed; (3) for each cited pending U.S. application, the application specification 
including claims, and any drawing of the application, or that portion of the application which 
caused it to be listed including any claims directed to that portion, unless the cited pending U.S.
